Luitpold was M. Shipoff,. the Russian 
financial expert, coming fron Japan, who 
hax heen engaged for’ somd months in 
truvelling through Siberia and tho Far 
East to examine and report on tho gonoral 
financial and commercial situation with a 
view to future developments. M. Shipoff 


“Faccompanied Count Witte tasPortsilouth, 


Now Hampshire, in the capheity offinancin) 
export, at the time of the peace negoti- 
tions with Japan, snd was immedintely 
afterwards appointed Finance Minister in 
Count Witte's ndministration, 

M. Shipoff left St, Potersburg towards 
tho end of August and travelled to Harbin, 
stopping en route at one or fava places in 
Siberin, Thence he went {o, ,Kharbarovek 
and: Vindivostock,, crosned divg:ty, Traruga 
and went to Tokyo, whére lio was received 
hy the Emperor, and aftor visiting. the 
most important industrial and commercial 
centres of Japan, lax gone on to Shanghni. 
From here he will go, as soon ay there isa 
bout, to Hankow, to take the train for 
Peking, where ho purposes te make a stay 
of some duration before returning to St. 
Potersburg. 

Of the general condition of affairs in 
Northern Manchuria ax he saw it, and 
alo of the South ag-he heard of it from 
trustworthy informants, it is understood 
that M Shipoff does nut take a very hape- 
ful vivw at present, although he admits 
that thera are already signs of slight im- 
provement and that the future in not 
without possibilitica. The Sungari Piain 
surrounding Harbin is undoubtedly rich 
from an agricultural point of view. It is 
a yood grain-growing country; and the 

on of Harbin upon a useful river 
which ix crossed by a flourishing railwny ap- 
curs to be almost ideal, What iy necessary 
in pationer, the restoration of order and 
more men in the country which is sparsely 
populated and il-developed. The situation 
at Viadivostock, according to M. Shipoff, 
pmetically repeats that in Harbin. The 
presont yoneral yghtness of money and 
wenkness of trade which are fell: more or 
less all. over the world, aro having 
a heavy effect on Northeru Manchuria ; 
for whilo all the, financial operations 
of the world are so much interwoven 
the new countries are naturally far more 
suxcoptible to thesv crises than the old. 
Tt may be remarked that M. Shipoff's views 
coincide both with the future which other 
observers have designed for Harbin as the 
contre of one uf the grarivs of the East, 
and with the ‘colonizing policy of the 
Russian Government which is understood 
to be offering free farms to colonists in 
Manchin, particatarly to poldiers who 
gorved in the Far Enst. 

M. Shipotfs reception in Japan was 
moxt cordial threnghowt and niarked hy 
numerous receptions. He wis amazed at 
the enorgy of the Japanese, ab the nuinber 
of now enterprises which are obseryed in 
every town, But he could not fail to sve 
that Japan was evidently in need of monoy 
and thereby hampered in, her developmant. 

With regard to the precise duties which 
call him to Poking we smderstand Lat 
M. Shipotf is partially guided by the fact 
that the great bulk of Manchurian trade 
ix in the hands of Ch ». But ho atatea 
positively that bix mission is not, in any 
way diplomatic or political. ‘

‘ & OBINESE REPUBLIC. 


A Yarn or A Fact? 

‘An account is published in the “Bourse 
Gazetto” of a hitherto unknown Chinese 
republic in Russian territory in the Far 
East, on the Iman river, between Binly 
and Dynssyan, 5 barren country uot far 
from Viadivostock. ‘Thu Chinese republic» 
which hax escaped the attention of the 
Ruasinn administration and made a set of 
laws of its own, is called tho Republic of 
Iman, One of the paragraphs of ita Inws, 
called The First Law of the Turkey Red 
‘Fustian,” contains the constitution and 
rules of conduct, 1s folluws: — 

“These nro the Jaws approved by the 
celestial Chinese Government (Tun Ten 
Loo) for the valley of the River Tinan 
(Gunihui) and eurvounding country :- 

‘Brothers: Wo-have.taken the oath in 
the sight of ‘heaven to govern thd Iman 
valley and its neighbourhood, the Chin. so 
citizen brothers and the Orochon helots as 
wall as the guestk and tho newcomers 
among us according to Jaw and justico, and 
all violations of onr statutes will be 
punished without the slightest clemency 
in accordance with the following rules : 

“Gambling, card playing, keeping bank, 
etc., ure permitted. ynly. ono month in the 
year—from November 15th to December 
16th. Those guilty of violating this' rule 
are punished by a fine af 600 pounds of 
their movable property, a fat pig snd 
twenty blows with » stick. This punivh- 
ment affects only gamblers who bave not 
tho right to gamble, not being registered in 
The bank- 
keeper, the house owner and the gombling

clork are equally subject to punishment. 

“TE one of our subjects steals suble skins 
from another's house, or relieves the set 
traps: of others of iw viluablo animal, or 
takes it from another's grounds, he is 
punished by burial liye. Whoever steals 
the precious dgenshen root ie put 16 death 
by drowning without any pxureixe of mercy. 
Whoover steals purtiopium is buried alive 
without clomency, ‘ 

“Guests have the right to three. days’ 
frey board and lodging at every honse in 
tho republic ; after this term expires they 
must pay 40 kopecks a day for food, and if 
they happen to arrive during the celebra- 
tion of the Chineso New Year they must 
contribute 15 roubles for the anid colebin- 
tion. 

* Everybody ix obliged to keep in watch: 
dog at his house ; if he has none, he must 
borrow one from his neighbour, and aay 
a dog dies the neighbour hast nghé to 
claim it back. For violation of this law 
ous ia punishable by. forty blows with 
the stick. 

“If any workmen or guests are seen to 
fraternize according to the mysterious 
‘rites of the Ctuss Brotherhood, and the 
lundlord does not report such fraternization 
to the authorities he in fined 400 ponnds of 
movable property while the guilty ones 
recoive twenty blows of the stick ench. 

Old debts may be collected from the 
QOrochon native, but loans in general are 
hereafter forbidden. Tn the furests and in 
the mountains no debts whatsoover cau be 
collected ; on the Iman river debls can be 
collected, but’ not indoors. The punish- 
mont for dunning is 400 pounds of movable 
property, twenty blows and a fat pig. 

“Citizens af the republic who do not 
aynounes tht approach of a Russian are 
put to death on the spot.” 

These statutes wero translated by the 
Registrator Tsun-Fu, faithfully from the 
original, in tho third year of tho reign of 
Kimperor Gan-Txuo, on the third day of 
tho fourth moon.
